1 . Claims 1 -7, 9-1 6, 1 8-25 and 27-30 are allowed. 

2. The closest prior art is Jameson (U.S. Patent No. 6,219,649), Tone et al. 
(US 5,596,493) and Christensen (U.S. Patent Publication No. 20020049759). 
Jameson discloses a method for allocating resources in an uncertain 
environment. Tone et al disclose a method for predicting sale volume, ordering 
for restocking. Christensen teaches a high performance relational database 
management system that satisfies the functionality of a high speed 
communications network. Applicant's arguments filed on August 23, 2010 (Pages 
12-18 in particular) are deemed to be persuasive and adequately reflect the 
Examiner's opinion as to why claims 1-7, 9-16, 18-25 and 27-30 are allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
